CHAIN OF CHILDREN AIDED CAR- 
DINAL IN FOILING THE ENEMY. 


Cardinal Mercier, who is now vis- 
iting the United States, Is the centre 
of many a thrilling story of Belgium’s 
battle against the German invaders. 
A writer in a recent exchange tells 
this one, of more than usual interest: 

“It was while in Malines, his city, 
that I heard the story of the publish- 
ing of his letters. During the Ger- 
man occupation Cardinal Mercier 
used to send out letters of help and 
encouragement to the people in Bel- 
gium. Try as they would the German 
officers could not discover how these 
letters reached the printer. The 
cardinal had given his word of honor 
that he would not leave the archbish- 
opric; he had never left the buildings 
and yet the letters went on regularly. 
It was not until the chink in the wall 
wae discovered that the truth came to 
light. Every day the cardinal would 
place his letter in the hands of a child 
through the chink in the wall. This 
letter would pass on through a ‘chain 
of children until it reached the npriut- 
er. 

“The printer was later arrested, 
but it mattered little to him. The 
fact that the Germans had been foil- 
ed by a chink in the wall and a chain 
of children will live in the memory 
of Belgium forever.”

AMUNDSEN GOES 
OVER EARTH'S TOP 
BY DRIFT OF ICE 


NORWEGIAN EXPLORER PLANS 
FINAL DASH FOR POLE BY 
' AEROPLANE. 


Bound for the 


the South Pole, is at present drifting 
in his ice block schooner, the Maud, 
somewhere north of western Siberia, 


according to bgliefs held by Viljalmar 
Stefanson, Canadian Arctic explorer, 
who made a flying visit to Edmonton 
this week. 

In planning the trip, the explorer 

said he expected, after reaching the 
pole, to return either to Grant Land, 
west of Greenland, or Melville Island, 
which lies in. the Arctic Ocean north 
of Canada. Should-he-reach Melville 
Island he probably:would journey by 
sea to Nome, Alaska, or overland to 
Dawson, Yukon Territory. 
‘ Two aeroplanes, it is believed, 
formed part of the Maud’s equipment 
when she left Norway last fall and 
bound for the {icy north. The final 
dash for the pole may be made in one 
of the planes, Amyndsen, it is be- 
lieved, may also fly back to civiliza- 
tion in one of the machines. 

Nothing has been heard from 
Amundsen since September 1, 1918, 
over a year ago. At that time the 
Maud was reported taking oil for her 
motors at Dixson Island, a White Sea 
point. After taking the oil she sailed 
north east into the rapidly freezing 
waters of the Arctic Ocean. 

From White Sea Amundsen expect- 
ed to drift east with the ice to the 
New Siberfan Islands, which lie in the 
Arctic of Siberia. At the New  Si- 
berian Islands, it was believed, the 
drift would carry the boat toward, if 
not across the pole. Amundsen in- 
tended to use the aeroplanes if he 
found the drift would nog carry him 
across the “top of the earth.” 

Amundsen, in a degree, followed 
the footsteps of his countryman, 
Fridtjof Nansen, in 1895-96. Nansen 
in the Fram started on a drift across 
the pole, but left his boat and tried 
unsuccessfully ta reach the goal on 
foot. Later the Fram drifted as close 
to the pole as Nansen got. 

The Maud carries wireless sending 
apparatus, but no receiving instru- 
ments. Amundsen said he would not 
instal the receiving apparatus, be- 
cause he did not want to be worried 
by news from the outside world. 

If he comes toward the west and 
strikes Melville Island he will find 
himself on familiar ground, for he 
passed near Melville Island when he 
discovered the Northwest Passage in 
1903-06. ,

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NO RECURRENCE OF INFLUENZA 
FOR MANY YEARS. 


New York, Sept. 26—There will be 
no recurrence of influenza for many 
years, in the opinion of Dr. William 
H. Park, of New York, who spoke 
yesterday before the International 
Conference of Women Physicians. 
Dr Park said that there might be 
“certain infections,” but not an epi- 
demic. 

“We have not yet discovered a spe- 
cific vaccine to prevent influenza,” 
said Dr. Park, “but observations of 
the last few years have promised a 
moderate protection against pneu- 
monia, bronchitis and respiratory dis- 
eases in general from vaccination 
with several fixed strains of organ- 
isms found in respiratory diseases. 

Cleveland, O., Sept. 26.—Predict- 
ing the return of the influenza ep!- 
demic this winter, physicians and 
surgeons attending the annual na- 
tional convention of the Phi Rho Sig- 
ma _ fraternity declared today that 
the country is prepared to fight it as 
never before. Many of the 2,000 dele- 
gates, representing every state in the 
union and parts of Canada, believe 
the epidemic will be much less se- 
vere.

The annual Fair on Tuesday of the 


Rocky Mountain House Agricultural 
Society was the most ‘successful the 
Society has yet held. The weather 
was delightful and there was a large 
turnout while the entries, except in 
horses, easily surpassed those of pre- 
vious years. The district is growing, 
more land is being pug under cultiva- 
tion, more dairying is being done, and 
altogether the farmers seem in good 
fettle, after the hardships of the pion- 
ecring stage, which are not passed yet 


in parts of the district. One good 
couple, with eight indistrious children, 
are yet without a school in their dis- 
trict, which is a serious handicap, due 
to the way in which the territory 
southwest is laid out. The mining de- 
velopment at Saunders helps out the 
town: three mines may be working this 
winter. 

This year-the Society has its fine 
new building for inside exhibits, 160 x 
24, with well, valued at $1,500, and 
nearly all paid for; a lot of voluntary 
labor went into the building. The big 
dance in the hall Fair evening brought 
in something like $125. The Kinna 
orchestra, of Eckville, the favorite in 
the west district, gave excellent ser- 
vice afternoon and evening. 

Hyvonen, of Benalto, came in with 
some choice stock, and cleaned up firsts 
and sweepstakes, except in two classes. 
Mr. Hugh Lee’s fine grey Percheron 
stallion was adjudged the best horse 
on the grounds; the owners of pure- 
bred stallions have some complaint 
that grade sires are favored in the dis- 
trict when the demand in horses is for 
size and quality. Mr. Hyvonen's fine 
Ontario ram was not favored, in the 
eyes of Judge William Sharp, so much 
as the ram Mr. Hyvonen had sold to 
Mr. Hill, though the new ram cost Mr. 
Hyvonen more than double the price 
of the old one. President Ellenburgh’s 
Holsteins, Mr. Hyvonen's and Mr. 
Stewart's Shorthorns, Mr. McLaren's 
and Mr. MeckKenzie's Ayrshires, and 
other purebreds, show that good stock 
is coming in, andis being appreciated.

There was some argument between ex- 
hibitors and the judge owing to his 
awarding the grade dairy cow prize to 
a Shorthorn cross, but the judge main- 
tained that all the best cows in that 
class had Shorthorn blood, and the rest 
were not so good. The goats made 
quite a showing. The poultry showed 
up well, Leghorns having the call. 

The roots and vegetables were a 
splendid exhibit. The grasses were 
also very good, the clovers being par- 
ticulurly fine specimens: the first 
prize entry would be very hard to 
equal in the province. The domestic 
products and ladies’ work made a great 
display, and was a great credit to the 
ladies of the district. 

A new feature of this year was the 
Central Creameries (Pallesen) prizes 
for cream. There were a score of en- 
tries, and some had to be turned down 
owing to arriving too late. Mr, M. 
Marker, Camrose; Mr. EB. W. Taylor, 
Eckville; and Mr. C. R. Edwards, of 
Rocky Mountain House, all of the Cen- 
tral Creameries branches, had quite a 
contract testing the cream, the better 
samples having to be re-tested. This 
was a live feature of the Fair, and the 
Central Creameries people naturally 
finds heavy support in the district. 

Secretary Thomson, local agent for 
Stone & Wellington, nursery men, of 
Toronto, had a very attractive exhibit 
of preserved fruits in  crabapples, 
berries, etc—from Stone & Welling- 
ton stock. It has done well in the dis- 
trict. 

The children’s work was one of the 
big features of the show, and while the 
literary school work, such as drawing 
and penmanship, was nothing to write 
home about, the maps of Alberta being 
inaccurate in detail as far gs the Red 
Deer riding was concerned, yet the 
clay modelling, the pressed flowers, the 
stock, the cooking, and the preserves, 
of the boys and girls, were much above 
the average, and showed that the boys 
and girls are developing in the useful 
arts. The cooking and preserves es- 
pecially would keep most housekeepers 
guessing to equal.

Sir Robert, while confined to his 
home with illness, has been giving 
considerable thought to the question, 
and a preliminary draft was even 
then drawn up, which has been sub- 
mitted to his colleagues and has been 
under discussion. 

The approaching eight federal by- 
elections now increased to nine by 
the death of Hon. Frank Cochrane, 
has forced the question of a platform 
and organization to the front. With 
no stated policy and no political or- 
ganization pf any kind, the ministers 
realized. that they were likely to make 
a poor showing in the contest. Even 
at best they will do well to break 
even in the eight seats. If they were 
beaten all round, it might force a 
ministerial crisis and compel a gen- 
eral election. Prospective candidates 
in the seats, as well as members of 
the house, have been pressing for an 
enunciation of a platform, claiming 
they could not face the public with- 
out being able to state where’ the 
government they support stahds on 
the various issues of the day, particu- 
larly the tariff. The tariff is the only 
question upon which it is difficult for 
Liberal and Conservative Unionists 
to agree. : 


ADOPT MIDDLE COURSE. 


It is believed that the platform as 
drafted, proposes that the Unionists 
party should adopt the middle course 
as between out-and-out free trade 
and ultra high protection, as the pol- 
icy best suited to unite the west. It 
is presumed that if the cabinet can 
agree on a platform, it will then be 
submitted to a government caucus 
for approval. What will happen then 
it is difficult to say. 

A number of Conservatives such as 
nae J. A. Currie, North Simcoe, and 

H. Burnham, West Peterboro, are 
eee opposed to a _ permanent 
Unionist party, and feel that union 
should be abandoned and that there 
should be a return to the old historic 
Liberal-Conservative lines. Whether 
these members will attend the caucus 
and oppose the whole _proposition or 
merely absent themselves from _ the 
gathering remains to be seen. If it 
is decided to form a_ permanent 
Unionist party it is likely that steps 
will be taken to revive the Conserva- 
tive party and there is talk of a 
national convention.

AT LEAST 66 UNITED FARMER 
CANDIDATES. 

Toronto, Sept. 26.—At least sixty- 
six united farmer candidates will be 
in the field in the present provincial 
general elections, so J. J. Morrison, 
secretary of the United Farmers of 
Ontario, stated today. 

He denicd that the united farmers 
were opposing liberal candidates 
much more generally than conserva- 
tive candidates, as had been charged 
in some quarters. 

“The fact is,” said Mr. Morrison, 
“That the united farmers have been 
absolutely impartial as between the 
two old parties. It has placed can- 
didates in the field in practically 
every constituency in which, in the 
judgma@pt of the farmers of that con- 
stituency, the proportion of rural pop- 
ulation indicated that they should be 
represented by the farmers. There 
are sixty-eight constituencies of this 
class (rural constituencies), and it is 
expected there will be at least sixty- 
six united farmer candidates in the 
field.”

BONUS TO BE.GIVEN FOR; ONE 
‘ YEAR TO WOUNDED PRIVATES 
SERGEANTS AND WIVES 

OF SERGEANTS. 


Ottawa, Sept. 6—Canada is at 
present paying war pensions to near- 
ly 90,000, at an annual amunt of 
$24,000,000, and under the Pensions 
Act, which became effective on Sep- 
tember 1, the majority of these will 
receive bonuses and increases, which 
in the aggregate will create an ad- 
ditional annual expenditure of rough- 
ly $4,000,000, says an official state- 
ment issued by the board of pension 
commissioners. Just how this ad- 
ditional expenditure is to be distri- 
buted may be seen from the following 
figures. 

A 20 per cent. bonus, payable for 
one year, is to be added to the pen- 
sion of the disabled private. To the 
totally disabled man, this represents 
an increase of $120, making his an- 
nual pension $720 instead of the form- 
er $600. The former sergeant or 
company sergeant-major, totally dis- 
abled will have his pension. raised to 
an annual sum of $720 from the form- 
er amount of $637.50, roughly a 13 
per cent bonus. The amounts given 
are those to which totally disabled 
men are entitled; men with lesser 
disabilities, of course, receive smal- 
ler amounts, according to the degree 
of their disability. These bonuses 
are only payable to the ranks men- 
tioned or corresponding ranks, com- 
missioned officers and warrant offi- 
cers being excluded from receiving 
them. 

The additional pensions for mar- 
ried pensioners of $96 per annum (for 
a totally disabled man) is to be per- 
manently increased to $180, and made 
payable to all ranks. 


PENSIONS FOR CHILDREN: 


The additional pension allowed for 
children is also made equal for all 
ranks. The war. widow, whose hus- 
band was killed as a private, is to 
have added to her present pension of 
$480 per annum, the sm of $96 
bringing her total pension annually 
up to $576, the widow of a sergeant 
having her pension similarly raised 
to $576 from its former total of $510. 
These increases are bonuses of per- 
centages, corresponding to those pay- 
able to the disabled pensioners, prev- 
iously described. 

In addition to their personal bon- 
us, widows who have been left 
with children will have the additional 
pension allowed for the first child in- 
creased Ly $36, making the total $180 
per annum instead of $144. 

The pension for the oldest orphan 
has also been increased from $280 to 
$360 per annum. 

“The adjustments made necessary 
through these increases have already 
been made,” an official of the board 
of pensions commissions stated. 

“The September pension checks 
payable at the new rates will be is- 


sued promptly at the end of the 
month. 
This, says the statement, should 


add greatly to the feeling of satis- 
faction already felt by the granting 
of the various increases. That it has 
been possible to get through such a 
volume of work in the short space of 
time redounds to the credit of the 
pensions board. 


CERTAIN SPECIAL CASES. 


The only adjustments which the 
board has been unable to entirely dis- 
pose of, it stated, are those in connec- 
tion with certain specia] cases, and 
cases of parents wno were dependent 
on deceased soldier sons for support. 
The pensions of parents are, in future 
to be independent of any personal 
earnings they may make, but as each 
case requires special attention, the 
work could not be disposed of as 
promptly as in other cases. The 
work is to be dealt with as quickly as 
possible, however, and_ those . con- 
cerned may be assured of an_ early 
adjustment of the pensions. 

Pension checks issued at the new 
Yate for the month of September will 
continue to be issued during the year 
the bonus is payable, viz. September 
1919, to September, 1920. Correspond- 
ence on the part of pensioners regard- 
ing the new rates will therefore be 
unnecessary. : 

Those pensioners who have accept- 
ed courses of training with the de- 
partment of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment need feel no anxiety, as any 
pension to which they may be entit- 
led on their release from that instit- 
ution will be adjusted and paid to 
them at the new rates, stated the 
board. This also applies to any other 
caso where a pension has, for any 
reason, been suspended, and future 
awards will be made at the new rates. 

There is, however, a point to be 
brought to the attention of married 
pensioners who held in the army the 
rank of captain or a higher rank. 
These pensioners become entitled, 
under the Pensions Act, to the same 
additional pension which is paid to 
‘other married pensioners, and to ob- 
tain payment of this they should com- 
municate with the district pension 
office in their neighborhood. They 
will be required to produce their 
marriage certificates, as well as the 
birth certificates for any children they 
may have. All certificates are return- 
ed immediately they have been ex- 
amined by the pension oflicers.

Alarming Prophecy of American Pro- 
fessor, Laughed at By Canadians 
: a 


The earth will receive a bad shock 
{n mid-December, according to Pro- 
fessor Albert F. Porta, described as 
the noted sunspot forecaster and dis- 
coverer of Porta’s Weather Laws. On 
December 17, he says that a huge 
spot’on the sun will be visible to the 
naked .eye, and, as a consequence, 
there will be tremendous storms, er- 
uptions and earthquakes. 

Officials of the Toronto Meteorolo- 
gical Observatory say, however, that 
there is not the slightest cause for 
people making any change in their 
daily procedure during the last month 
of this year. Here is the professor's 
prediction in part: 

“Owing to a strange grouping of ais 
mighty planets, such ashas not been 
seen in a score of centuries, the Unit- 
ed States next December’ will be 
swept by the mos, terrific weather 
cataclysm experienced sinée human 
history began. 

“It will be caused by the hugest 
‘sunspot on record—a sunspot that 
will be visible to the naked eye. 
Since man first began to make rec- 
ords of events no sunspot has been 
large enough to be seen without the 
aid of instruments. This one will be. 

“The sunspot that will appear De- 
cember 17, 1919, will be’a vast wound 
in the side of fhe sun. It will be a 
gigantic explosion of flaming gases, 
leaping hundreds of thousands of 
miles out into space. It will have a 
crater large enough to engulf the 
earth much as Vesuvius might engulf 
a football. Such a sunspot will be 
rich enough in electro-magnetic encr- 
gy to fling the atmosphere into a 
disturbance withou; precedence or 
parallel. 

“There will be hurricanes, light- 
ning, colossal rains. It will be weeks 
before the earth will regain its nor- 
mal weather conditions. There will 
also be gigantic lava eruptions, great 
earthquakes, to say nothing of floods 
and fearful cold. 


BASIS FOR PROPHECY. 


“Here are the simple yet astound- 
ing facts that enable me to make 
this prophecy: 

“Whenever two planets wheel into 
such position that they pull together 
on the sun, either in “conjunction” 
on the same side of the sun, or in 
“opposition” with the sun between 
them—their united pull causes the 
sun's gases to .“explode”—to leap out 
into space in the whirling volcano 
we call a sunspot. 

“These sunspots in turn cause 
storms in the atmosphere of our 
earth—doubtless on other planets as 
well. Two planets united are enough 
to cause a small sunspot and a small 
storm. Three cause a larger one— 
four make a very great storm indeed. 
But—on December 17, 1919, no fewer 
than seven planets will pull jointly 
on the sun. These will include all 
the mightiest planets, those with the 
most powerful pull. 

“Six of them—Mercury, Mars, Ven- 
us, Jupiter, Saturn and Neptune—will 
be in conjunction; grouped together 
in the greatest “League of Planets” 
ever known in the annals of astron- 
omy. Directly opposite coming into 
opposition with this gigantic league 
will be the huge planet Uranus. The 
magnetic currents between Uranus 
and the six planets will pierce the 
sun like a mighty spear. 

NO CAUSES FOR ALARM | 


“There is no cause for any alarm 
at the prediction of Professor Porta,” 
said a Toronto Observatory official, 
“and there is not lkely to be. The 
mere fact of the planets being on one 
side or other of the sun is no indica- 
tion of any disturbing effects to the 
extent that he prophesies, and he has 
no right to make the prediction, for he 
has no organized ground for making 
it. 

“At the present time the sun has 
got only a very small group of spots, 
but Jast month a very large group of 
sunspots passed over the sun from 
east to west, south and close to the 
sun’s: equator. This was one of the 
largest groups that have been on the 
sun for some time, and there was no 


disturbance noticeable, except by 
magnetic’ instruments. 
“A collision with the head of a 


comet—if the comet was of large size 
—would cause a calamity such as he 
predicts; but we would have warning 
that such a thing was going to hap- 
pen. There is no comet of the size 
visible which would be apt to cause 
such a calamity as that mentioned by 
the professor. 

“Im 1910 on the return of Halley’s 
Comet there was alarm on the part 
of many people. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the earth passed 
through the thin part of the Comet’s 
tail, and nothing of a calamitous nat- 
ure happened. 

“There is no chance of any huge 
catastrophe happening to the earth 
from collision with stellar bodies from 
the outside space without us being 
warned ‘for a considerable time, pos- 
sibly a few years, before they actually 
reach the earth.”

He was asked to call a 
meeting of all.Superintendents, Trus- 
tees, Nurses,. Medical Staffs, Ladies’

very kindly assented, appointing for 
the purposes of organization, as 
Chairman, The Very Rev. Murrell- 
Wright (Chairman of the Board of 
the Galt Hospital, Lethbridge), and as 
Temporary Secretary-Treasurer Dr. 
James C. Fyshe (Superintendent to 
the Edmonton Hospital Board). 

Thanks to the kindness of the 
President, the meetings will be held 
in the Uuniversity of Alberta. It 
will take place on the two days imme- 
diately following the annual meeting 
of the Provincial Nurses’ Association 
about the 22nd and 23rd of October. 
You are urged to do your utmost to 
attend in person, or, failing that, to 
have your hospital as powerfully rep- 
resented as possible. Besides organi- 
zation, the session will be “devoted to 
the reading of papers, the discussion 
of hospital problems, to demonstra- 
tions, round table conferences and 
to entertainments. 

You are asked to forward to the 
Secretary any suggestions that may 
occur to you, write a paper if youcare 
to, or if not, suggest some one who 
you think can and ought to. Would 
you also please be kind enough to 
send at once to the temporary Secre- 
tary the titles of such subjects and 
problems as seem to you to warrant 
discussion. 

For the purpose of defraying the 
costs of printing and other expenses 
unavoidably incidental to such a 
meeting, all hospitals and organiza- 
tions sending representatives are ask- 
ed to assure the payment of a small 
fee on the following basis: 

1. Ladies’ Aid and other auxiliary 
societies, $1.00; 2. Hospitals of 20 
beds and under, $2.00; 3. Hospitals of 
from 20 to 50 beds, $5.00; 4. Hospit- 
als of over 50 beds, $15.00.

THE CASE OF IRELAND. 

Among the most enigmatical of 
political problems is the case of 
Ireland. Mr. W. R: Moody, editor of 
the Record of Christian Work, has 
been contributing to that magazine 
a series of articles on “Impressions of 
an American Visitor in Europe.” The 
fourth paper is on the Irish question, 
and is to be recommended as a most 
intelligent, sane and fair treatment of 
the subject. Mr. Moody writes unim- 
passionedly, from facts gathered per- 
sonally, and from the observations of 
personal visits made to Ireland dur- 
ing three of the difficult periods in its 
history, the last having been at the 
time of the signing of the armistice 
last November. 

Generously granted the privilege of 
interviewing the Sinn Fein leaders, 
Mr. Moody had the Irish situation 
presented to him by the opponents 
_of Great Britain. He concludes after 
his experience that the position of the 
Sinn Fein party is inconsistent, and 
based largely upon the grievances of 
past generations, which the English 
themselves frankly acknowledge and 
deplore, and unsupportable in view of 
the Sinn Fein claims to the right of 
secession and the illogical refusal to 
grant the same policy of self-deter- 
mination to the Ulster party. 

The British government, according 
to Mr. Moody, spent £55,000,000 on 
the project of enabling Irish farmers 
to acquire small freeholds. Also, 
“with a rare exhibition of paternal- 
ism,” to improve housing conditions 
for farm laborers the Government 
butlt comfortable homes at a nominal 
rent and tax free. Attention is called 
to Ireland’s exemption from conscrip- 
tion and food rationing during the 
war period. These facts, together 
with Mr. Moody's’ observation of 
Britain’s dealing when Ireland intri- 
gued with Germany, cause Mr. Moody 
to conclude that if “such a rule is 
despotism, it is' despotism of a most 
benevolent character.” 

The Ulster section of Ireland is far 
the poorer in natural resources, yet 
the chief commercial interests of the 
country centre there because of the 
character of the people. These peo- 
ple declare that they will fight rather 
than be severed from the United 
Kingdom. Yet the Sinn Fein leaders 
asserted to Mr. Moody that they would 
not grant to Ulster the right of self- 
determination which they themselves 
i demand; and they further declared 
Phi their intention of establishing religi- 
\ ous education, which would impose 
upon Ulster the RomanCatholic faith.

SOUVENIR LENT BY DOMINION 
GOVERNMENT KILLS JAMES 
ALVES, OF DARLING 


Parry Sound, Ont., Sept. 26.—One 
of the captured German guns loaned 
by the Dominion government, which 
was among the attractions at the fair 
here, was the cause of the death of 
James Alves, of Carling, aged 64 
years. He was a reeve of the town- 
ship of Carling and a director of the 
agricultural society, under whose 
auspices the fair was being held. 
The death-dealing souvenir, a small 
machine with a grenade, was handled 
by hundreds yesterday, and was sup- 
posed to be harmless. 

A returned soldier today placed his 
hand on the lever and in an instant 
the war trophy exploded, with the re- 
sult that Mr. Alves, who was stand- 
ing some distance from it, received 
the grenade in his body. His death 
was almost instantaneous. An in- 
quest will be held. 
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BILL DEPRIVES 
~ ALL ORIENTALS 
OF FRANCHISE 


Ottawa, Sept. 27—In a sitting 
which lasted for about two hours and 
a half the house Friday discussed a 
number of minor bills standing on the 
order paper. 

A bill to amend the dominions’ by- 
election act, so as to provide for dis- 
qualification of Oriental voters in 
federal by-eicctions, threatened to 
raise the vexed question of Chinese, 
Japanese and Hindu immigration into 
British Columbia. 

Whn the bill was in the committee 
stage A. R. McMaster, Brome, took 
strong ground that any person who 
was admitted to Canada, Oriental or 
otherwise, should be allowed the fran- 
chise. H. H. Stevens, Centre Van- 
couver, in reply, suggested that if 
Mr. McMaster had seen thousands of 
coolies arriving at Montreal, he 
would perhaps be less anxious’ to 
give a vote to such persons. 

Hon. Rudolphe Lemieux, speaking 
as one who had been in Japan, de- 
clared that the Japanese as a race 
were up to date, highly cultured and 
clean, and that neither they nor the 
Hindus should be deprived of their 
votes. The bill ws finally reported 
and now stands for third reading. 

Third reading was given to a bill 
to amend the naturalization act by 
providing that foreigners in Ontario 
seeking naturalization might come 
before a judge of the court of general 
sessions. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen introduced a 
bill to amend the dominion lands act, 
which provides for the continuation 
in effect of the orders in council giv- 
ing priority in entry to returned sol- 
diers. 

Mr. Gutherie admitted that it was 
somcthing of an anomaly that British 
subjects should not be entitled to 
vote. He observed, however, that the 
question of the Oriental .vote was a 
live one in British Columbia.

BIG STRIKE IN BRITAIN ane: 


NO TRAINS RUNNING as‘ feu. 


OF GENERAL STRIKE ORDERED 
BY RAILWAY WORKERS. 


London, Sept. 27.—Inquiries at all 
steam railway stations in London this 
morning brought information that “no 
trains were running” as a result of 
the strike -order issued at midnight 
by the National Union of Railwaymen. 

While a number of the underground 
lines of the city continued operation 


‘}during the early hours of the day, it 


was declared that the decision of the 
underground motormen’s union | last 
night to support the National Union 
of Railwaymen will result in a com- 
plete tie-up of the subways today. 
Thousands could not be accommo- 
dated by the wholly inadequate bus 
and tram service which were in oper- 
ation this morning and had to walk 
to work. Many resorted to bicycles 
and even roller skates. . 

Cc. T. Cramp, president of the union, 
interviewed Sir Eric Geddes, minister 
of transport this forenoon. This, al- 
though not regarded as an opening 
of negotiations, is considered as a 
token that the union men and the 
government still maintain friendly 
terms toward each other. 

Mr. Cramp declared shortly after 
.noon that his presence at Whitehall 
tht merning had nothing to do with 
the re-opening of negotiations. 

None of the early newspaper trains 
left London, but the managements of 
newspapers, anticipating the strike, 
made arrangements two or three days 
ago to distribute papers by motor 
cars and motor lorries. 

Several members of the cabinet 
went to Downing Street this forenoon 
and remained there in continued con- 
sultation throughout the morning, 
keeping in touch with tke strike situ- 
ation. 

WILL FIGHT STRIKE 

From an authoritative source it 
was learned that the government in- 
tends to use every resource, even to 
the employment of armed forces, 
necessary, to combat what was char- 
acterized as a “heinous offence” and 
a “strike against the life of the com- 
munity.”

All Novemer magazines printed in 
New York will be off the presses be- 
fore the end of.September, if the pub- 
lishers have their way.

If the men go on strike, publica- 
tion of magazines will have to be sus- 
pended, is the opinion expressed by 
several employers. Newspapers will 
not be affected, however; for their 
contract with the Big Six union does 
not expife until next year. 

In order to speed up the prepara- 
tion of their November numbers, so 
that the printing could be done in 
September, the magazines have sent 
thousands of telegramsto advertisers. 
Some of the magazines have provid- 
ed automobiles for the use of advert- 
ising agents in order to facilitate 
their work.

Admiral 
Grayson gave illness and neryous 
exhaustion as the reason for his act- 
ion. 

Although there was said to be noth- 
ing serious about the President's con- 
dition, Dr. Grayson declared a ner- 
vous reaction affecting his digestive 
organs, made suspension of his trip 
imperative. 

Mr. Wilson was ill most of Thurs- 
day night, and the decision to return 
at once to the National Capital was 
reached just before his arrival in 
Wichita. The President himself 
wanted to continue his speaking pro- 
gram, but Dr. Grayson would not per- 
mit it. The President's address which 
was to have been delivered at the 
Forum building this morning was 
cancelled.

William Harvey McNairn, of McMas- 
ter University, Toronto, who writes 
in the Scientific American Supple- 
ment tells us that there are three 
principal ways of approaching this 
problem. The one that gives the smal- 
lest answer is the oldest and depends 
on an attempt to find out how fast the 
sun is cooling. The largest answer 
ig the result of the newest method, 
based on radio-activity; while mid- 
‘way between are the attempts to cal- 
culate the time taken to deposit the 
successive geological strata. To 
summarize Dr. McNairns’ article: 

“Our star, the sun, is noy eternal. 
Sooner or later its fierce heat will 
all have been dissipated in space, 
and it will become cold and _ dead. 
And the life of our planet is bound up 
with that of its parent sun. It 
necessarily follows that the age of 
the sun is a measure of the maximun 
life of the earth. Is it then, possible 
to measure in years the length of 
time during which~-our sun could con- 
tinue to radiate heat at approximate- 
ly the same ratio as we now experi- 
ence, neither too hot nor too cold for 
the existence of life? Lord Kelvin’s 
affirmative answer to this question 


* in 1862 was so incisive and so sur- 


prising that the scientific world was 
‘at once roused to vigorous argument. 

“It ig evident that if we know the 
temperature of the sun and the rate 
at which its heat is being dissipated 
jnto space, we have a means of deter- 
mining how long the atmosphere of 
the earth has been cool enough for 
the existence of living things. But it 
as this 
statement of the case would indicate. 
It is believed that the cooling of the 
sun is accompanied by a correspond- 
ing shrinkage. Paradoxical as it may 
seem, this, in turn, gives rise to ad- 
ditional heat, and so the rate of cool- 
ing is retarded. 

CALCULATING THE SUNS HEAT. 

“Now, taking this into considera- 
tion, and putting the present tem- 
perature of the sun at 6,000 deg. F., 
Kelvin concluded that it has been 
only a matter of 18,300,000 years that 
the sun has been at its present de- 
gree of heat. It has been conceded 
that the rate of radiation in the past 
may have been somewhat different, 
which might result in a_ possible 
lengthening of the time to 30,000,000 
years. Many attempts have _ been 
made to discredit this result, and 
many and ingenious have been the 
suggestions of possible sources. of 
energy which would sefve to extend 
the life of the sun and earth, but it 
must be confessed that none of them 
stands the test of rigid analysis, and 
this result still stands unshaken.” 

But even these milions do not give 
the geologists the time which they 
insist has been necessary to accumu- 
late the vast deposits on which we 
live, and to develop the present great 
variety of living forms. Since Lord 
Kelvin’s results were first published, 
their voices and those of their suc- 
cessors have been constantly raised 
in protest against the inadequacy of 
the time allowed them by the physic- 
ists. To quote again: 

“In order to attain some measur- 
able representation of the extent of 
geological time, recourse was had to 
two different geological processes: 
the formation of stratified rock and 
the accumulation of salt in the 
oceans, and both of these have’ been 
Studied with the greatest care and 


with results of steadily increasing 
accuracy. 

“The calculation of age from the 
thickness of sedimentary rocks is 


an | who, for example, would have. dared 
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to sugrest from geological evidence 
alone that we have to do with periods 
of from 800 to'1;000: million years?” 
Of our three ‘schools of investiga- 
tors as to the extent of geological 
time, one thus tells from 10,000,000 to 


30,000,000 years; the second, about 


100,000,000 years; and the third any- 
thing up to 160,000,000. We must 
admit, says Dr. McNairn, that we 
have not advanced very far. The 
mean of 10, 100 and 1,000 is a figure 
of little value. But there is a sense 
in which these .figures. are approxi- 
mately the same—that is, when they 
are compared with infinity. He con- 
cludes: : ‘ 

“The number of the years of time 
and space and force, we believe, is 
infinite. In the great abyss there 
has floated for 100 or 10,000 millions 
of years, perhaps .even more; the 
minute speck of matter which we call 
the earth, but in the light of infinity 
this is but a momentary phase. The

RE-ESTABLISHMENT QUESTIONS 
TAKEN UP BY COMMITTEE. 


Ottawa, Sept. 26.—At the evening 
sitting of the special committee of 
the house of commons on soldiers’ 
re-establishment, Mr. MacNeil asked 
if in the case of a man being only a 
few days short of three years’ service 
overseas he would be given gratuity 
for only two years, and if there has 
not been dissatisfactfon from _ this 
cause. . 


Mr. Cox replied that there had been 
some complaint on this ground. Such 
a man was entitled to only two years’ 
gratuity. . 

Mr. MacNéil instanced the case of 
men who were transferred to the 
British transport service and who re- 
fused to remove their Canadian 
badges. One man was court martial- 
led for this refusal, but his statement 
that he was still a Canadian was up- 
held. However, these men found they 
held no claim forgratuities inCanada. 
Mr. Cox said there had been dissatis- 
faction on this ground. These men 
were not entitled to the Canadian 
gratuity. 

¥. G. Blair, secretary of the de- 
partment of immigration, told of the 
movement of dependents from Eng- 
land to Canada. He said the immi- 
gration department had not: in any 
way advised dependents to hasten 
back to Canada. Warnings had been 
sent to the London office that only 
bona-fide domestics and agricultural 
workers should be sent to Canada. 
The department had taken the atti- 
tude that, apart from these two clas- 
ses, immigration should not be en- 
couraged until.after Canada has ad- 
justed her labor market. So _ far 
there have been no members of the 
British women’s war organizations 
brought to Canada. 

Mr Blair said that 17,112 depend- 
ents returned previously to the armis- 
tice and 34,426 since. It was esti- 
mated that about 4,000 remained in 
England. To date the government 
has expended nearly $1,250,000 in 
transportation.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT AT 
STRATHMORE. 


The C.P.R. Demonstration farm 
management at Strathmore has this 
year introduced some strange meth- 


ods of feed production and storage |- 


which are new to Alberta, and they 
are doing it on a large scale, and the 
results have abundantly justified 
their ‘action. An article in the Calgary 
Herald on Saturday says in part: 

The sunflowers looked more like a 
forest than a crop, standing from 10 
to 13 feet in height, rows three feet 
apart, but having such a_ dense 
Browth that passage along the rows 
was almost impossible. 


VALUE DEMONSTRATED. 


The value of this plant as fodder 
has already been demonstrated at. 
the state agricultural college at 
Boseman, Montana. The ‘crop, after’ 
being harvested, is run through a| 
large \sized chaff cutter and elevated 
into an ordinary silo, from which it 
is used during the winter months as 
a feed for cattle. 

As forage for cattle it is declared 
to have more food value than corn, 
and {it was to prove whether Alberta 
was equally suited to the growth of 
the plant that Professor Hutton has 
experimented with the sunflower this 
year. It is stated that the catle are 
fond of sunflower fodder. 

About eight acres of the Strath- 
more farm are occupied by the sun- 
flower crop. About 214 acres will run 
approximately 25 tons to the acre, 
and the average will be about 20 tons. 

Prof. Hutton, questioned concern- 
ing the food value of sunflowers, 
said: 

“If the Alberta results correspond 
with those obtained in Montana, we 
should get more food value from the 
sunflowers we can, grow, than from 
corn, which is not a regular Alberta 
crop. 

With twenty tons of sunflowers to 
the acre, enoygh food will be supplied 
to feed twice the number of cattle 
that can be fed from the same area 
planted to oats or peas. The value of 
the sunflower is thus evident to every 
farmer, for it means that the man 
with 160 acres ean feed as many Cat- 
tle by growing sunflowers as he could 
feed had he 320 acres and was plant- 
ing oats and peas for feed. - 

« We plan to keep track of every 
pound of the sunflowers we are grow-) 
ing at Strathmore and the results will 
be tabulated so they may be available 
to every farmer and stock raiser in} 
the province. If they turn out as we. 
expect, then we shall see a great in-! 
crease in the use of silos as winter! 
food receptacles. | 

“With the sunflower as a perman- 
ent crop, every farmer who raises | 
cattle will one day be equipped with; 
one or more silos, as his needs re- 
quire, and Alberta will be raising 
twice the number of cattle that could 
be supported off the land on oats and 
peas crops. 

“It is important to remember,” 
said Prof. Hutton, “that with the high j 
food value of the sunflower fodder, 
cattle can be finished off right here 
in Alberta, an advantage which every 
cattle-raiser will appreciate.

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JAPAN SENDS 4,000 “PICTURE 


BRIDES” IN A YEAR 
_ 


Following the arrival of 75 Japan- 
ese “picture brides” at San Francisco 
in a single day it was announced by 
the immigration authorities there 
that more than 4,000 of these brides 
have been admitted at Pacific coast 
ports within the last year. 

This is the plan, as V.S. McClatch- 
ey, publisher*of the Sacramento Bee, 
explains it, whereby Japan is making 
a “peaceful invasion’ of the Pacific 
coast states: 

A Japanese male who has secured 
admission to the United States sends 
his photograph back to Japan; and his 
friends, or the officials secure for him 
& complaisant bride who weds the 
picture. Mr. McClatchey cannot say if 
any ceremony is required, but the 
Japanese government recognizes pos- 
session of the picture by the woman 
as a marriage, the United States is 
called upon to recognize it, and the 
woman and her picture are admitted 
to the United States under an_ar- 
rangement obtained from that govern- 
ment subsequent to the adoption of 
the “gentlemen's agreement” on im- 
migration between the two countries. 

The “picture bride” promptly fulfils 
her duty by bearing children, as many 
as one a year, and each child is care- 
fully registered as an American citi- 
zen, entitled to all privileges as such, 
including the right of possessing land 
through a guardian. 

By this méthod Japanese are acquir- 
ing land in Washington In technically 
legal conformity to the provisions in 
the state constitution which prohibits 
alien ownership of land. They are 
getting a strong foothold in the rich

The following igs a continuation of 
an address delivered to the Agricul- 
tural Fairs Association, at Calgary, in 
February of this year: 


Then let md go back again. We 
have adopted this little policy.. We 
have said, we will just build these 
boys back again into their own 
churches, say we will organize a base- 
ball club, which we ‘had last summer, 


and we will organize a football club, 
which we had, and they both played 
side by side on the same evening in 
the same park, then build them into 
all the churches, This team belongs to 
St. John’s—and I will.use the names 
as they are—St.' John’s, First Baptist; 
St. Joseph’s, Roman Catholic; Zion, 
Methodist; St. Andrew's, Presbyteri- 
an; and these are ‘the boys associated 
with those churches, Was there any 
resentment on the part of those boys 
from having the name of the church 
attached to their team? Not a bit. 
There wasn’t a single kick from a 
single boy; every last boy lined up 
and got into his place. Let me say 
this to you on this interesting part, 
that when the series was over it just 
happened—and this is a difficulty to 
us in our organization, I am not going 
to touch upon it but ta say it is a 
difficulty .because of the difference 
in the spirit of organization between 
the Catholic Church and the Protest- 
ant chyrches—however, we learned 
to swallow that in our real genuine, 
practical programme, and we worked 
it out and said: These boys are to us 
all alike. What happened? St. Jos- 
ephs’ team won out in the baseball 
series, and then what happened? I 
happen to be a friend of the priest 
and called him up by name and said: 
Father, will you come down, Wwe are 
going to have a social evening and 
are going to present the cup and med- 
als to your boys; they won out in the 
athletic field. What happened? Not 
only did the Catholic priest come 
down but' his curate also came down 


_|and the two priests that night were 


in the group of boys, and I say to you 
tonight as interested or more inter- 
ested than anybody in the group and 
the parish priest presented not only 
the cup but presented the medals to 
those boys. What did he do . for 
those boys; I say to you he just 
threw a hook of steel or a chain of 
gold around their hearts and he got 
those boys as boys and he appealed 
to those boys in that very moment 
and in that simple .programme he 
worked out. Now, I say that the 
same thing is happening all around 
the place, where we submit ourselves 


to the real and the. practical  pro- 
Bramme. Those groups are organ- 
za in their own churches; they 


have met one another in their church 
club they have once a month, where 
130 to 140 and 150—150 at the maxi- 
mum of boys, as representing 300— 
| Will sit down iff two evenings for tea 
together. They bring their own little 
lunches. You know a boy. I can re- 
member bread and cream, without 
any butter, years ago that I got ata 
neighbor's was far better than our 
own at home, and I think our own at 
home was maybe better than the oth- 
er, but it was the change to me—and 
these boys will bring down their lit- 
tle dinner pail or a napkin with their 
lunch in it and it will be all spread 
out, and without any fuss or arrange- 
ments—I can assure you it is not a 
seven course affair anyway—they 
have their supper together and then 
in that opportunity we have someone 
to speak to them on the psychology of 
boys, some little department of their 
life that will touch them and give 
them a little message. What has 
been the consequence? Simply this, 
leadership. One of our boys went to 
headquarters in the third year of the 
war, and, as he stood before the M.O., 
as the M.O. gave his chest measure- 
ment and expansion just as some of 
you men—I used to see them years 
ago ut Lacombe, north here, where 
an expert of cattle would see them 
passing through and when the whole 
blessed herd had passed through he 
had the aggregate weight mighty 
close, because he was accustomed to 
that kind of business—thjs M.O. tap- 
ped him on the chest and said: “Char- 
lie, you are a gymnasium boy!” Be- 
cause he had a marvellous chest ex- 
pansion. 

The interesting thing comes home 
in a closer survey of seventy boys, 
and I am going to ask the women 
tonight to be patient with me when 
I trespass on some things that are 
supposed to be delicate subjects. A 
young woman used to sit in the Agric- 
ultural and Stock Growers’ Conven- 
tions for the Free Press and would 
listen to speeches on subjects of the 
animal kingdom and I think we have 
come to it that we should listen to 
subjects of the human family and sit 
together as fathers and mothers and 
discuss the most sacred things that 
can come to us. Here are seventy 
boys in a meeting and a blank card 
is presented and one simple question 
is asked, a perfect camouflage, a per- 
fect subterfuge—no design to deceive 
these lads, not a bit of it; never de- 
ceive those lads. Tell them the blunt 
honest truth, whatever you do. But 
his simple name is placed on it and

‘Then we take a study of him, know- 
ing him as we do in his’ ordinary 
habits, and we make a study of! hin

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“(our study a: Ilitle ‘farther’ and ‘what 


de we find? Ccrtaia physical immor- 
al habits disappear; nobody approach- 
ed him, nobody has said anything to 
disturb the morbidity of his- nature, 
but by three things we have reached 
a@ conclusion; one is, we have raised 
the temperature of his body so that 
every pore is alive and every pore is 
giving forth of that poison that per- 
spiration; then the absolute cleanli- 
ness that follows in that state of his 
body has its moral effect, has its 
physiological effect; and then being 
perfectly accustomed to nakedness is 
the other. Do you ever think of 
that, absolutely accustomed to naked- 
ness? Why, there are some men and 
women that could not stand before 
some of the mighty statuary in the 
State National Gallery in London, 
England; there are some people that 
could not look upon those wondrous 
curves in the muscles of those pieces 
of marble that almost speak with 
emotion as you look upon them, as 
the sculptor in the‘ passionate, almost 
spiritual significance -of his chisel 
and his hammer placed lines of char- 
acter upon the faces until they speak, 
and I say that it is too bad. I sub. 
mitted this to three of the Presidents 
of the Universities of the Dominion of 
Canada, they made this statement: A 
great cofitribution has been made in 
regard to thd simple care of boys, 
that boy in school that is nervous 
and irritable, that child who is grow- 
ing into immoral habits, whether boy 
or girl, it may simply be a matter of 
cleanliness of body. ‘And that is the 
first treatment. Why is it that God 
has hidden the minerals in the earth, 
and why is it that copious showers 
from the clouds descend? Hot and 
cold water are great medicines, and 
we have hardly learned how to use 
these, in this simplo. little process. 
Then we follow the history of these 
boys and we find a niarvellous devel- 
opment and then after a while some 
of those honest, great,. big-hearted 
fellows will come in and tell us some 
of their experiences, and I wish I 
could just tell you some of the ex- 
periences that have come, how from 
a broken, shattered adolescence those 
young fellows step out into the. full, 
rich blooded boyhood that is the 
blossom toward the fruit of a mighty 
manhood. I say to you that it is well 
worth while. ” 

I want to ask you tonight, what do 
you do? Why, I see a man some- 
times, and I watch him with pride— 
I have a passionate love of horses; I 
like a horse better than an automo- 
bile, especially if the automobile goes 
junk on the road sometimes, but I like 
a horse. What do you do? I have 
seen that horse cared for by a man 
all summer lang for the track, I have 
seen him in the stall, bandaging and 
rubbing and caring for him; I have 
seen him sponged and blanketed; I 
have seen them watch his mouth in 
every shape and form that that horse 
might be 100 per cent. fit when he 
stepped upon the track. And that is 
a great thing; but what about the 
boy? Isn’t that just as great, and 
shouldn’t he have the same care? We 
say we have not time. That is true, 
in many ways, but if we have the vis- 
ion,—time is a flexible thing, it will 
bend anyway—lI think we will find 
a@ little time to devote to some of 
these little things that will work out 
in this particular vision. 

Now I want to speak just a moment 
in regard to someof the organizations 
that are being worked out today, not 
only from my friend in England, who 
went overseas from Canada, and, by 
the way, in this letter, which is a 
great delight to me, he mentions the 
Province of Saskatchewan, where he 
met 500 soldiers and put the boy pro- 
position up to those 500 soldiers and 
the interest among these men was so 
great that many of those men said, 
when we get back to Canada a new 
programme is before us and we “are 
going to enter into some of these 
spheres. Now, we have decided all 
over this country, just as fast as we 
can, we are going ta organize all over 
the rural districts. This has been a 


difficult problem to us. We had in 
mind buildings and equipment; we 
are going to forget buildings and 


equipment; we are going to be like 
Socrates, and sit down on the door- 
step and ask the students to come to 
us. We are going out to do for the 
boys and girls exactly what you have 
been doing in Stock Associations for 
stock, identically the{same thing; we 
are going to pick out the thorough- 
breds and put them right in the front. 
Oh, we put the thoroughbreds in the 
front line trenches, those mighty men 
of Canada, those thoroughbreds of 
our Dominion, those men that were 
not frightened by Prussian Guards, 
those men that stood at Ypres three 
times and held the line, those experts 
when the commander said, Let’s 
evacuate and give up Ypres, those 
men stood and the place was crimson 
with their blood, those thoroughbreds 
of our Dominion are well worth car- 
ing for, and today when we are break- 
ing the ground of our land, on its 
broad prairies, that say to me, these 
boys are prairies to us, and I know 
that sometimes even the derelicts, 
that were supposed to be derelicts to 
us, I sometimes feel they were dere- 
licts because you and I have not clear- 
ed the seas of some of the rubbish of 
the past and they were derelicts be- 
cause of our fault, they were lost in 
the mass and mist of the difficul- 
ties that you and I had not removed, 
and when the recruiting officer got 
those men in line and when they were 
trained and drilled, when they stood 
shoulder to shoulder in the fighting 
ranks, from the derelicts they became 
the heroes; and so I say, in our com- 
munities, I like to think of 32 years of 
my life spent on these prairies and 
pick out here and there the million- 
aires that started at the. beginning 
with nothing, and I like to -pick out 
the sons and daughters of our West- 
ern homes that are today not only 
stars in the Dominion but some of 
them in the Empire, pick out the 
children of our homes that are in the 
first places of the professions, as well 
as in every institution of the land,and' 
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“some of them have been children of 


oblivion, some ‘of them have been the 
community children, some of them 
have been those who..have worked 
their own. way. I knew sixty vtud- 
ents only two’ of them received :nuy 
help from home; I know one of them 
cut his Latin and Greek grammar in 
Pieces and placed parts of it in the 
crown of his hat as he carried bricks 


in the early days of building and mas- 
tered his Greek and Latin, and today 
is one of the first men in Western 


Canada, and so I say everywhere to- 


day on the prairie is the sparkling 
gold of humanity in-our boys and 
girls and it is worth our while to live 
and die that we-mtght bring every 
last one of them into the kingship of 
our manhood and our community. 

I want tonight to show you just a 
simple little course we are using with 
wonderful effect. I will run through 
these charts just as they are. I will 
seek to be as brief as possible, and in 
a very concrete way these charts 
touch the hygiene among boys. The 
same thing applies to girls.

The ordin- 
ary athlete falls down because he de- 
velops hard muscles instead of pliable 
soft muscles—too quick and rapid 
training, and the danger is not in 
the muscles—if you take a road racer, 
you have got to train him very care- 
fully or he will never reach the end 
of the Marathon, and by rapid treat- 
ment and exercises you -tevelop hard 
muscle, but by a careful, 
treatment, by rational exercises, you 
are developing that endurance that 
can stay there all the time. We have 
a physical director who is over forty 
years of age, and I have known him 
to take 137 boys in one day through 
regular exercises and at night he 
seems to be fairly fresh, sometimes & 
littl¢\tired, a little sense of physical 
weariness, but no mental weariness, 
no sense of real fatigue, simply be- 
cause ofthe constant, gradual. ordin- 
ary development. [Is that mot the 
way you train your horse? Isn't that 
the right way to train a man? Do 
you know how you work your men in 
this country? You work them to 
death.‘ Why, a lot of you’ men, I 
fancy I see some of you, you work so 
blooming hard all summer that you 
make money enough to go to Califor- 
nia in the winter time; that is a fine 
thing and I don’t begrudge “you a 
moment if, when you get down on the 
beach you work as hard as you can 
and take lots of exercises, but don't 
go out there and He on the beach.

Don't lead - a: flabby life ‘for six 


months in the year,’and ‘then’ for: six 
months in the year work like a horse:

Then get wholesome food, all the 
fresh air possible, get sufficient rest 
and keep clean. 

Good home exercises—hiking, base- 


wood, mowing: the lawn, short runs 
and football. -Swimming is_one of the 
finest exercises ‘in’ the world’ because 
every muscle is cushioned with water 
and every motion in the water gives 
the ‘proper.:cushion . to make --the 
stroke. I wish you could see us some- 
times. Jt is. my delight to jump in 
with twenty or thirty or forty boys 
and. swim.''.There are mighty exer- 
cises in the ordinary swimming .and 
we cannot pay too much attention to 
that: Wholesome food. Of course, 
we have too many foods that are too 
finely made. Some ,of-the war flour, 
it would be good if we could keep it 
forever because‘ the intestines need 
just that coarser.kind of food to give 
the proper irritation to give those 
fine tissues of the intestines the exer- 
cise they require for the digestion; 
that is where the exercises come in.
